It was the first tournament ap- 
pearance for Herlihy, recovering 
from an infected bug bite on his 
pitching elbow.

In 
round robin play, his two-run dou- 
ble beat Dominican Republic, 4-3, 
and his bases-loaded single beat 
Bahamas, 1-0.

Yesterday, he eschewed down-to- 
the-wire dramatics by singling 
home the only run Walford was to 
need, in the fourth after Nelson 
Cronkright started the inning with 
a double.
